The offer carries a single stip­ 
ulation—that the company be re­ 
imbursed for expenditures made in 
the Pearl Harbor government oil re­ 
servoir—and willingness is express­ 
ed that payment be made in oil 
from offset wells sunk in the Cali­ 
fornia reserve at the request of the 
government to prevent drainage of 
that field. These wells then would 
be surrendered. 
Although this offer is a modifi­ 
cation of the original proposal for 
reconveyance should a board of ex- 
pers determine that the contracts 
were not wise, advantageous, and 
the best that the government could 
have made, the committee decided 
to transmit it to the senate Mon­ 
day without recommendation.

We believe that 
much of the important work of the state should be super­ 
vised and managed by high-class citizens serving without 
pay. During the war this state carried on the work of the 
draft through about one hundred

boards. These boards were made up of the best men in the 
community and gave much of their time to the work. They 
served without compensation, with but few exceptions. Mem­ 
bership on a highway commission would not entail the loss 
of a great deal of time to the members and there are hun­ 
dreds of men in this state willing and ready to give several 
days of their time each month to their state if they are con­ 
vinced that their services are needed and that real things 
may be accomplished.

through 
chemical 
action 
caused by certain

creted from their roots. Man as 
a destructive creature has cut down 
forests and destroyed the natural 
soil covering of grass and shrubs. 
The washing away of the soil which 
follows very often 
exposes 
new 
rock surfaces. Burrowing 
animals 
also expose fresh rock surfaces, or 
openings made by them 
facilitate 
the entrance of 
weathering agents 
to lower levels. Even after plants 
and animals are dead they contri­ 
bute further to rock decay since in 
their decay acids are formed which 
hasten the changing of rock and 
rock particles into soil. 
Thus we find nature 
has 
used 
many and varied agents to produce

Origin of the Soil 
By the term soil, we mean that 
upper stratum of the earth compos­ 
ed for the most part of 
mineral 
matter resulting from the break­ 
ing up and decay or ropks. It may 
extend to solid rock—varying in 
depth from an inch to many hun­ 
dreds of feet. Mixed with this uni­ 
versal matter, especially at the sur­ 
face, is more or less organic matter 
incorporated through 
the 
subse­ 
quent growth of vegetation. 
By the term organic matter we 
mean the remains of plants and an­ 
imals which we find in the soil. 
Our soil then consists of both min­ 
eral matter, derived from 
rocks 
and organic matter 
from 
plants 
and animals. 
The most* important soil-forming 
process is rock weathering or the 
breaking down and decay of our 
common rock materials. Some of 
nature’s forces which form 
soils 
are: 
(I) heat and 
cold— causing 
cracking 
and

es. (2) 
Frost—causing 
splitting 
and cracking by freezing 
water.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
The Year Book of the Okalhoma National Guard has 
been issued. It is in magazine form containing 44 pages. It 
gives a very comprehensive outline of the activities of the 
organization and contains half tone cuts of a number of the 
officers. 
In ordinary times it is doubtful that the public consi­ 
ders the value of an efficient guard or gives the boys the 
encouragement to which they are entitled* We recall the 
race riot at Tulsa three years ago when anarchy reigned 
supreme all night and until the middle of the next morning. 
Then when a special train from Oklahoma City arrived and 
a company of guardsmen stepped off and marched up the 
street those khaki uniforms were certainly a welcome sight 
to all of us. 
Then, too, we believe in a certain amount of prepared­ 
ness. Had the National Guard of the nation been organized 
on its present basis when this country entered the World 
War the history of that conflict might have been quite dif­ 
ferent. The country wants peace but this does not mean to 
sit supinely by until the trumpet sounds the call to arms. 


The Republican row over the federal judgeship has 
finally been settled by compromising on Justice Kennemar 
of the state supreme court. The row has been long and 
fierce and the end comes without victory to any faction, the 
whole matter being a dogfall. Justice Kennemar owes his 
position to the fact that he was one of the lucky Republicans 
swept into office by the landslide of 1920. His transfer to the 
federal judiciary will leave a vacancy to be filled temporar- 
ly by appointment by Governor Trapp. The governor has 
said he would track the law which provides that in such 
cases and appointee must come from the party of which the 
former holder was a member. However, this will not open 
the way for another/ row in Republican circles since the 
governor is not interested in the family rows of the Repub­ 
licans. He will do his own choosing, fortunately for Repub­ 
lican harmony which might be disrupted again if the party 
chiefs had a say in the matter. 
------------ o------------ 


Eastern newspapers generally are approving Secretary 
Mellon’s tax reduction program. While there are some good 
features in the plan, the load is lifted too much from some 
and not enough from the small tax payer, as we see the mat­ 
ter. Not only is the money of the big man needed in indus­ 
try, but the money of the small man is needed also. In fact, 
America has been made by the men of small means starting 
in a small industries and building them to giant proportions 
As a rule the wealthy man does not take chances with his 
money, regardless of the income or other tax. If it is desired 
to keep money from going into tax exempt bonds, do away 
with them. Let's be open with all our government work. 
■o ------ 
Testimony submitted to a senate committee by the state 
department indicates that the communists of Russia have 
spent considerable money in the United States trying to en­ 
list the labor unions in the communist cause. Thus far no 
appreciable progress has been made, reports coming from 
Russia having indicated .that the lot of the laborer there 
not by any means an enviable one. The decisive manner in 
which the miners national convention voted down a resolu­ 
tion favoring recognition of Russia by the United States in­ 
dicates that the red propaganda has not made much head­ 
way in the ranks of the miners. 


TAX EXEMPT SECURITIES. 
The object of tax exempt securities, much as Federal 
bonds, improvement bonds of state, counties or cities, or 
bonds for school houses 
is to procure 
money 
at a low 
rate of interest. This object is worthy, and there is not a 
wholly unmixed evil in connection with these securities. ' 
But if we do not pay the expense of running the govern­ 
ment by taxing all property we must pay it in some other 
way. We may fool ourselves by juggling the figures, but 
he expense of government must be met. 
There is one rule to apply to government just as it is 
applied to all business. Let as nearly as possible all wealth 
)ay its proportionate part in the government expenditures. 
•This means that tax exempt securities must go, even if the 
municipalities or other governmental units must pay more iii 
interest. 
Not many days ago we were talking to one of the best 
informed farmers in Pontotoc county. Some one had been 
writing about these securities and had been giving the best 
tide of them. This farmer had about reached the conclusion 
hat the fight on the tax exempt securities was coming from 
the moneyed men of Wall Street so as to force higher rates 
of interest on bonds. He was honest in his convictions but 
if he will recall that the William Rockefeller estate consis­ 
ted a short time back of $6J7,000,000, in round figures, and 
rf this $48,000,000 was invested in tax exempt securities, 
ie could decide whether or not the rich people want these 
bonds taxed. 
The Literary Digest sums up the evils of these tax free 
nvestments as follows: 
“Some of the specific charges the report makes against 
hese securities may be summarized from the Washington 
dispatches as follows; They mean a loss of revenue to the 
rovernment; they unfairly discriminate between taxpayers; 
hey violate the principle that taxation should bear some 
relation to ability to pay; they encourage extravagance on 
the .part of state and local governmental agencies; they im­ 
pede private financing and discourage investment in new 
enterprises; and by withdrawing money from private en­ 
terprises they increase the rate of interest required for all 
enterprises not carried on by the government, and thereby add 
to the cost of living. If the flood of tax exempt securities 
is not checked, the report warns us, one result will be that 
the income tax will be collected largely from those who 
have only comparatively small incomes.” A government, like 
household, must have an income to meet its running ex­ 
penses. And, as editorial after editorial points out, if it con­ 
tinues to offer the rich man unlimited opportunities for tax- 
exemption, it will find it economically impossible to give 
the man of small means his promised relief from his galling 
and hampering tax burdens.” 


GOOD FARMING INCREASES 
YEARLY YIELD OF POTATOES 


CLKVEI AMD. — The 
Cuyahoga 
county farm bureau, in the year 
just closed, ’ made four 
potatoes 
grow where only three grew before, 
and the extra potato is reckoned 
to have been worth about $80,000. 
The gain of one potato to every

In 1851 with a population of 6,- 
552,385 there were 9,980 persons i 
certified as insane. In 1921 with I 
a population of 4,390,000 
there 
were 28.437 lunatics. The propor- i 
tion of insane to the total popula- I 
lion has increased in 70 years from j 
I in 657 to I in 154. It is be- | 
lieved, however, that the compar!- i 
son is less serious than it looks 
and that some part of the increase, 
though not all of it, is due to 
more stringent modern methods of 
estimating insanity for 
statistical 
purposes.
